A Paper-Making Primer. 





Q. Is it necessary or desirable to blow 
the fibre out of the digester under pressure ? 

A. After the digesting is complete, the anti- 
cellulose, by the action of the heat and soda, 
becomes soluble in water, and ceases to per- 
form its function of holding the fibres to- 
gether; but as long as the latter are undis- 
turbed, or only gently moved, they retain 
their formation, and as a portion of the anti- 
cellulose becomes at least partially insoluble at 
a low temperature, if the digester is emptied 
without violence, this portion of partially in- 
soluble matter still tends to bind the fibres to- 
gether, and even if warm water is employed, 
it is difficult to wash it all out or to separate 
the cellulose into fibres without more or less 
violence. Hence it has been considered ad- 
visable to blow out under pressure. 


it is not desirable. 
the time allowed for digesting has ex- 
pired, the blow-off valve is 
the contents are blown out under full pressure 
either into a portable or fixed tank. If into a 
portable tank, the tank is moved to a suitable 
place and the liquid is allowed to drain off ; 
the fibre is then drenched with hot weak liquor, 
which is also allowed to drain off, and with 
the first drainings is saved for evaporating. 

re is now drenched with clean water, 
- ee a, this is drained into a recep- 
tacle and is used to drench the next tank of 
fibre with the first time. This process of 
draining and drenching is continued until the 
water drains off clear when the fibre is run 
into the stuff-chest and the tank is ready for 
further service. If the tank into which the 
fibre is blown is a fixture, the fibre is either 
moved from it by pumping into a wash-tank 
where it is subjected to the process of drain- 
ing and drenching already described, until it 


is clean enough for the wet machine, or, if | 


time will permit, it is washed in the tank into 
which it was first emptied from the digester, 
after which it is transferred directly to the 
stuff-chest. From the stuff-chest the fibre is 
transferred to the wet-machine, where it is 
screened and run off in the shape of wet 
paper ‘‘broken,” and is now ready for the 
bleaching process. The foregoing is the prac- 
tise of those who prefer or have adopted the 
system of blowing out under pressure, but it 
is a rude and barbarous method of preparing 
fibre, and is giving way to better processes, 

Q. At what temperature do these incrusting 
matters become partially insoluble? 

A. The precise temperature is not certain, 
but the following facts will show that it is at 
or over the boiling point. If the contents of 
the digester are blown out under full pressure 
and the liquid is allowed to drain off, the fibre 
is then somewhat cooled, and if it is rinsed 
with cold water, the result, as shown by the 
color, will not be as good as when warm 
water is used; nor is warm water as 
good as hot water. A still better result is ob- 
tained when the liquid only is blown out 
under pressure, and then hot, weak liquor in- 
jected, so as todrench the fibre inside of the 
digester, and then, when a sufficient quantity 
of liquor has been obtained for evaporation, 
hot water is to be substituted for the weak 
liquor, and is to be pumped in at the bottom, 
so as to be compelled to force its way up 
through the fibre, which had become packed 
down by the pressure of the steam forcing the 
liquor through it while it was being blown out, 
When fibre, which has been treated in this 
way, is discharged under low pressure, and 
once drenched with moderately warm water, 
it will be found superior to that blown off 
under high pressure, both in its color and 
general character, and the danger and annoy- 
ance of the high pressure will be avoided. 

Q. Can the liquor be blown out and the fibre 
rinsed inside of the digester without loss of 
fibre and time, and without injury from the 
steam heat? 

A. There will be no appreciable loss if the 
perforated diaphragm which is placed near 
the bottom of the digester for the purpose of 
preventing a loss of fibre as well as to facilate 
the circulation of the liquid, is accurately fitted

this time is not 
lost, as there is 
scarcely time to drain 
and wash the fibre, 
and to remove it be- 
fore the digester is 
again ready to be dis- 
charged. It is, there- 
fore, necessary to re- 
move the fibre, and do 
the washing elsewhere. 
This involves time, 
labor and additional 
apparatus, and a saving 
is really effected by pro- 
viding a larger num- 
ber of digesters. Steam 


indicates a temperature 
of about 350°, and is 
sufficient to injure the 
fibre if exposed to it a 
length of time, but this 
temperature is constant- 
ly decreasing and soon 
hot water is being 
pumped in, which keeps 
the fibre wet and will 
prevent injury to it by 
the steam-heat. 

Q. How is the fibre 
bleached ? 

A. The bleach engine 
is made the same as a 
rag- washing engine, 
except that it has no 
plate or sand-catcher, 
and as a matter of 
economy the fly-bars in 
the roll are made of 
iron, instead of iron and 
The 
engine is supplied with 
warm water and with 
steam. The fibre, hav- 
ing been run over the 
wet machine, will resemble wet paper. The 
engine is filled two-thirds full with warm water 
and bleach liquor, and the fibre is furnished 
into it, as is usual. When the engine is nearly 
full the steam is turned on and the mass is 
brought up to near the boiling point. If the 
color is not now as good as wanted more 
bleach is run in and, as soon as the color de- 


steel, as usual. 
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formed in a hurry and by guesswork, and no 
attention whatever has been paid to natural 
laws. Another method of bleaching is to 
treat the fibre substantially the same as just 
indicated, to neutralize the excess of chlorine 
with antichlor and run the fibre over a wet 
machine, thus dispensing with drainers. This 






is an improvement, but it is nevertheless crude 
and imperfect. 
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Reducing Wood Under Acid-Sul- 
phite Processes. 





The apparatus illustrated has been de- 
vised for the purpose of producing fibre from 
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other matter by which the fibres are inclosed 
and held together. The liquid in which the 
fibre is boiled consists of water containing 
from one to four or more per cent. of acid— 
preferably sulphurous—to which magnesia or 
lime is added in varying proportions. In 
this liquid the fibre is submerged, and is 
heated by steam in a 
jacketed non-corrosive 
metal-lined boiler, suf- 
ficient room being left 
in the upper part of the 
boiler or digester to 
form a_ steam - space. 
During the process of 
boiling, gases are 
formed in considerable 
quantity, which, by the 
absorption of oxygen 
from the steam, the 
water, and the fibrous 
material, form sulphur 
ic acid, which is liable 
to injure the wood or 
h other fibre by blacking 
the same. It is there- 
fore necessary to blow 
off the steam and gases 
from time to time. Con- 
siderable time and at- 
tention are needed to 
do this at the proper 
moment, and the gases 

so blown off are lost. 
Another difficulty con- 
_™.. sists in the sudden ex- 
"pansion of these gases, 
by which the pressure 

in the digester is in- 

creased on the top of 

the wood or other fibre 

under treatment, and 

the free circulation of 

heat through the liquid 

is prevented. To avoid 

these difficulties and 

prevent the loss of the 
chemicals, the steam- 

space of the digester is 
connected in this in- 

stance with a worm or 
condenser surrounded 

with cold water, and 
controlled either by a 

valve, which can be more or less opened, or, as 
shown, with any one of the well-known forms 
of steam-traps, by which the condensed liquid 
is automatically withdrawn without the dim- 
inution of pressure in the digester. When 
the process of boiling the fibre is completed, 
the steam and gases are blown off, and to 
utilize the chemicals contained therein a sep- 
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sired is obtained, the cylinder washer is lowered 
and the cold water is turned on. After it is 
cooled a little the whole is emptied into the 
drainers and the liquid is allowed to drainoff. If 
the wood has been boiled in an excess of soda, 
if it has been carelessly and hurriedly washed 
before it was run over the wet machine (and 
all this is generally the case where this system 
of bleaching is practised), the result will be 
very irregular; the paper made from it may 
sometimes happen to be fairly good, but most 
of the time it will look and feel like a piece of 
transparent eggshell. This is unavoidable 
because the whole operation has been per-

sure at a reduced cost and with more facility 
than has been done heretofore. Another pur- 
pose is to regain the acids and chemicals used 
in the boiling process to a large extent, and 
thereby reduce the expense ; and still another 
is to simplify the work by making the process 
more automatic than heretofore possible and 
always producing uniform results. 

In various processes now in use for disin- 
tegrating the fibre of wood or other substances 
by boiling under pressure, sulphurous acid is

steam-dome of the digester, showing the blow- 
off pipe connected with a separate condenser. 
A‘represents the digester or vertical jacketed 
non-corrosive metal-lined boiler. B is a per- 
forated false bottom. C is the steam-dome. 
D is a steam-pipe, by which the interior of 
the digester is supplied with steam. This pipe 
enters the bottom of the digester, the joint 
being made by a suitable flange. The end of 
the steam-pipe D is provided with a suitable 
head, by which the steam is distributed later- 
ally and equally in all directions, E is the 
steam-pipe, by which steam is supplied to the 
sections of the steam-jacket surrounding the 
F is a pipe connecting the various 
sections of the steam-jacket with the steam- 
gauge f. / isthe steam or pressure gauge con- 
nected with the interior of the digester. G is 
the discharge-pipe, by which the contents of 
the digester are blown out. This discharge is 
controlled by the gate-valve g. 

To prevent the fibre from entering the pipe 
G during the process of boiling, the plug-valve 
g is placed into the discharge pipe, resting 
against a suitable seat, so as to close the same 
and prevent any raw fibre or other substances 


; from entering the blow-off pipe. H is a 


worm-condenser consisting of a coil of pipe 
placed into a tank in which cold water is al- 
ways kept to condense the vapor or gases. 4 
is a pipe connecting the condenser with the 
dome of the digester. A valve may be placed 
into the pipe 4 to control the flow of the vapor 
to the condenser. 4’ is a trap, which may be 
of any one of the various forms of steam-

gases are blown off. £ 
By reference to Fig. 2 it will be seen that 
the blow-off pipe is connected with the coil of 
pipe placed within the tank, which is supplied 
with water by the pipe / and connected with 
the digester by the pipe /, so that the water 
from the tank can be readily run into the 
digester. When the steam and sulphurous 
vapor are to be blown off from the digester, 
the valve 7 is opened and the steam and 
vapor pass through the coil K, where they 
are condensed into liquid, which liquid flows 
into the receiver M, in which any suitable 
base, preferably magnesia, is stirred by the 
stirrer m, to facilitate the combination of the 
sulphurous acid with the base. The water 
from the tank L will be heated by vapor and 
gases passing through the coil K, and is used 
for washing the digester. By this means the 
wood or other fibre is subjected to the steam 
heat in the usual manner, the steam-pressure 
being gradually raised; but the accumulation 
of the gas pressure is said to be avoided, the 
circulation is more rapid, and all parts of the 
| fibre in the digester are more evenly subjected 
| to the action of the heat and the liquor, The 
| formation of sulphuric acid is also avoided by 
the condensation of the gas and vapor, and 
| the burning or blackening of the material pre- 
vented, All of the chemicals not taken up 
by the resinous and fibrous matter are re- 





| gained, the time required for boiling is dimin- 
ished, and the product is more uniform and 
superior in quality, The chemicals, after be- 
ing discharged at the bottom of the digester 
and before entering its top, are brought into 
| contact and mixed with steam, whereby they 
| are heated and injected into the upper part 
| of the digester. This arrangement is shown 
|in Fig, 1, in which N designates a pipe 
| which extends vertically outside of and par- 
| allel with the digester. At its upper end 
this pipe has a branch, m#, which enters 
the top or steam-space of the digester, 
while at its lower end the pipe N is provided 
with a cylindrical chamber, »’, from which a 
| branch, m’®, extends laterally and vertically 
into the digester through its bottom, and ter- 
minates ina T-head, *, which lies just be- 
low the perforated bottom B of the digester. 
A steam-pipe, ¢, enters the bottom of the 
chamber »’, and is provided with a valve, o’. 


Now, when the valve o is opened, the steam 
flowing up through the chamber »#’ will act as 
| an injector, drawing the chemicals out of the 
| : 

| bottom of the digester, through the branch x’, 
into the chamber #,, and up through the pipe 
N, where they are heated by the steam, and 
thence into the top of the digester through 
the branch n, from whence they again descend 
through the wood,

The color of the crowfoot is one of the 
most agreeable in paper manufacture, but it 
is also very difficult to obtain in all the rich- 
ness and brilliancy of the flower’s hue. As in 
the case of many other colors for paper, the 
operation requires to be divided 
parts. 
| With every roo kilogrammes (220 Ibs.) of 

dry pulp, the following process is observed : 

On the one hand, 12 kilogs. (2614 lbs.) of ace- 

tate of lead are boiled separately in 36 litres 
| (about 8 gallons) of water, and 4 kilogs. (about 
83¢ Ibs.) of bichromate of potass in 20 litres 
|(about 4% gallons) of water on the other. 
When the salts are completely dissolved, the 
| Same quantity of cold water is added to each 
| solution as was used before, it is stirred, and 
the solution of acetate of lead is poured into 
the bichromate, the whole being stirred as the 
mixing takes place. The mixture is used in 
two separate basins or troughs, and produces 
the first coloring of the pulp. 

Supposing, as it is to be expected, a uniform 
tint has been obtained, 2 litres (about 3% 
pints) of a yellow orange-color are added, 
which are prepared in the following manner :

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Wood Chipping Machine. 





A new machine has been designed for 
the purpese of reducing logs of wood to chips, 
or shavings, preparatory to the manufacture of 
pulp, the purpose being to obtain from the 
surface of the log a product of any desired 
uniform length and size by a minimum expen- 
diture of power and in a more expeditious and 
effective manner. 

The feature of this machine consists in the 
employment of a pair of cutters arranged to 
revolve in opposite directions and to act simul- 
taneously at opposite points upon the surface 
of the log its entire length ; in means for auto- 
matically and continuously adjusting the cut- 
ters toward the centre of the log, in order that 
it may be reduced in diameter as the cutters 
remove the stock; in a series of circular cross- 
cut knives arranged upon a mandrel parallel 
with and intermediate to the rotary cutters, and 
of a number sufficient to divide or cut the sur- 
face of the log its entire length simultaneously 
in one revolution; in means adapting the 
knives to a self-adjusting positive yet yielding 
contact with the surface of the log; and in 
other details of construction and arrangement 
of the other operating parts of the machine, 
which will carry out the purpose for which the 
machine is designed.

Among the most noted of the builders 
of water-wheels in this country is the firm of 
Stout, Mills & Temple, of Dayton, Ohio., whose 
‘“‘ American” wheel has been used in most 
parts of the world, and has become very pop- 
ular. Unlike some old established firms the 
makers of the ‘‘ American” have not allowed 
themselves to be left behind by disregarding 
the improvements going on around them. It 
was found that under severe strains wheels 
occasionally gave out, and the object in intro- 
ducing the ‘‘ New American” was to obviate 
this. Stout, Mills & Temple write that in 1879 
and 1880, when some tests were made at Hol- 
yoke, Mass., they had only one ‘‘ New Amer- 
ican” wheel, and that one they considered 
purely experimental, but in order to be repre- 
sented in these competitive tests, they con- 
sented to put this first wheel in competition, 
and notwithstanding that like all first machines 
there were some imperfections, it came out 
sccond in merit of all the wheels tested. A 
second wheel was made with some few 
changes, but not in time to be entered in the 
contest ; it was, however, tested soon after in 
the same flume and with the same testing ap- 
pliances, and, as a result, was found to give 
higher results than the best in the contest 
named. A report of the performance of the 
wheel is to be found in the ‘‘ Holyoke Hydro- 
dynamic Experiments,” a copy of which can 
be obtained of the Holyoke Water-Power 
Company, Holyoke, for three cents. 

Two illustrations of the ‘*‘ New American” 
are here presented, one showing the ‘‘ New 
American” case and wheel complete, and the 
other showing the wheel removed from the 
case. 

The patterns have cost some thousands of 
dollars, and the wheel can now be made in 
some ten sizes, ranging in size from 13 inches 
to 66 inches in diameter. An idea of the 
amount of metal contained in a large wheel 
can be gathered from the statement that a 
66-inch wheel weighs complete 15,500 pounds. 
The following tabular statement of the tests 
made of four sizes of the ‘‘ New American” 
will be of interest :

Minthorn’s Acid-Sulphite Process. 


This process for reducing vegetable 
fibre for paper-making purposes consists in 
generating sulphurous acid by burning pyrites 
or sulphur in a suitable reverberatory furnace, 
and carbonic acid by burning coal or some 
other carbonaceous fuel in a suitable furnace, 
or by burning lime in a suitable kiln, or in any 
other suitable manner. 

The gases are drawn from both generators 
by a suitable suction-fan or pump, and are 
jointly used in treating the wet paper-stock or 
other material. The discharge pipe of the 
carbonic acid generator is preferably con- 
nected with the gas space of the furnace in 
which the sulphurous acid gas is generated, so 
that the carbonic acid gas passes from the 
generator into the gas space of the furnace, 
where it commingles with the sulphurous acid 
gas, and whence both gases pass together to 
the tank or receptacle in which the solvent is 
prepared, or in which the dry gases are stored.

THE JOURNAL commiserates very sin- 
cerely those poor victims to public life 
and position who get astray from facts 
and lose themselves in fancies whenever 
they undertake to talk profoundly on 
subjects they know naught of.

In his report, but just submitted to Con- 
gress, that officer says: “I am advised 
that imported rags are largely used by con- 
tractors, who annually supply this office 
with paper. The question having been offi- 
cially considered by the Treasury Depart- 
ment and an order issued prohibiting the 
importation of these rags from cholera-in- 
fected countries, I deem it my duty to bring 





the subject to the attention of Congress. 
If there is danger in the use of these rags 
at the mills it would seem that the disease 
might be communicated in bundles, pack- 


| ages, and paper (likely to come in contact 
| with such rags), which are daily received at 
| this office. In view of the expected ap- 
| proach of cholera, and in the name of the 
2,300 people under my charge, many of 
whom come directly in contact with these 
bundles and packages of paper, I respect- 
fully submit that this is a proper question

While the loss to our property was consid- 
erable, the greatest loss was for life and injury to per- 
sons, and if we had not compromised and settled, our 
counsel said we might have been compelled 
to pay at least $40,000. We now have a 
feeling of satisfaction 1m holding your policy for 
$30,000, covering as it does not only our boilers, build- 
ings and machinery, but the protection it gives for loss 

f life. Your internal and external inspection of our 


boilers recently made was most thorough, and under 
no circumstances would we dispense with it. Should 
we be so unfortunate as to have another explosion, we 
can truthfully say we have taken every possible pre- 
caution for safety and protection. We feel that we are 
mly doing our duty when we give you this expression 
f our entire satisfaction of the manner in which your 
company transacts business.

THE MONEY MARKET.—The plethora of 
unemployed money in the hands of the banks is 
greater than ever before known, and the avail- 
able supply of loanable funds far in excess of 
the demand. Commercial paper continues 
quiet, the offerings being moderate, as there 
is comparatively little first-class paper making. 
The banks are more disposed to buy, and 
prime indorsements are readily negotiated at 
42 per cent. discount. Single-named paper 
quoted 5%4@6 per cent. The stock market 
has been active, but unsettled and feverish in 
tone, and although prices generally have 
shown an upward tendency, speculation ap- 
pears to have hesitated. Railroad bonds 
moderately active, but at irregular prices. 
Governments easier. 


'HE PAPER TRADE.—The paper mar- 
ket has developed no interesting feature since 
our last review. The attention of the trade 
generally has been directed to the extremely 
I w prices bid for the Government contracts 
lor supplying paper for the next year, and 
While it was generally expected that prices 
Would go lower than those of a year ago, the 
trade were unprepared to see them reach the 
level to which they have been brought. Ordi- 
narily contracts of this character do not serve 
‘o regulate market prices, but there are some 
large consumers who are influenced by them, 
and will try to make use of them at every op- 
portunity to gain an advantage and aid in de- 
pressing the market still further.

liar condition at this time owing to the vacilla- 


tion of the Government on the imports of rags 
for the past six months, that to base the cost 
of paper six months or a year hence on the 


| present cost of stock has something of a specn- 


lative character about it and features of possi- 
ble risk. It is claimed, however, that most of 
the large bidders have covered their needs for 
stock against any appreciation in rags and 
other raw material. While dealers continue 
to buy sparingly and for the most part only to 
cover immediate actual wants, there is a feel- 
ing which is growing almost daily that low 
prices have about run their course, and that 
the tendencies are upward should any decided 
change from present values take place. A 
failure in the book publishing trade this week 
serves as an additional admonition to limit 
credits still more during the liquidation which 
appears to be going on all over the country. 
While the failures in general trade have been 
numerous during the past few months, the 
paper trade is to be congratulated for the com- 
paratively few which have taken place within 
its lines. Although straw wrappings continue 
to retain the weak position they have held for 
several weeks past, the market is a little 
steadier, and the demand shows a slight gain 
on the supply. Several large import orders 
have been placed within the past week or ten 
days, and some of the large holders are en- 
couraged to believe that the present low prices 
will serve as an inducement to make large 
shipments to Cuba and other near-by markets. 


JUTE BUTTS.—The Jute Butt market is 
again reported dull, and the sales not over 
1,000 bales of all grades within the limit of 
our quotations. The ship Champion has ar- 
rived with 4,894 bales, that go to manufac- 
turers. The market closes at 1 11-16c. bid 
for spot, 13{c. to 1%c. asked for paper, and 
2 3-16c. bid and 2c. 
quality. 

WOOL PULP.—Brokers and manufac- 
turers report no improvement either in the 
demand for or prices of domestic Ground 
Wood Pulp, and the market is still easy, 
Spruce offering at 2@2c. delivered at the 
mills at near-by points, and Poplar at 14(@ 
1%c., according to make. 
lower, and prime white, wet, 
water, is now offering at 1.66c.

WOOD FIBRE.—Manufacturers of the best 
makes of Chemical Fibre are still willing to 
contract for the first half of this year at 4c.

FOREIGN RAGS AND PAPER STOCK. 
—The imports of rags keep up to full propor- 
tions, although considerably less for the cur- 
rent week than during the week preceding, 
and while very nearly all the rags afloat on 
steamers on January 1 have come in, the re- 
ceipts by sailing vessels will continue for 
some time tocome. The line of prices for 
goods on the spot show very slight, if any, 
appreciation ; but for future shipment, say 
sixty days to three months hence, there is no 
willingness on the part of importers to enter- 
tain offers unless all of the extra cost attend- 
ing their disinfection is added to the present 
price. We hear of a limited number of sales 
reported on the basis of extra fine German 
blue cottons at 2%@2%c.; No. 1 Ger- 
man do., 34%@3%c.; C. C. C. do., 1%@
